You'll  never  believe  what  happened  .  .  . 
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The  last  4  years  have  seen  many  tumultuous  changes  occur  in  the  world  -  all  while 
we  have  been  suffering  through  dental  school  on  W.  168th  Street. 

In  1987,  the  stock  market  collapsed  by  falling  over  500  points  in  one  grim  October 
day,  far  surpassing  "Black  Tuesday"  as  the  worst  day  on  Wall  Street.
